~ DEMOCRATS CAUCUS 


And Try to Decide What to Do 
About Adjournment. 


THE MAJORITY SENTIMENT FAVORS IT 


But Action is Postponed Until Next Week— 
The Situation in Indiana-—Major 
Barnes’s Yellow Fever Bill. 


Wasnrxcton, September 18.—[Special. ]— 
The democratic caucus to-night, held in the 
hall of the house, was largely attended, and a 
very full and free discussion of the question 
of adjournment of congress was induiged in. 

Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, presided. It 
turned out, too, that he was one of those op- 
posed to the Oates resolution in its present 

orm. 

Those who urged the adoption of the reso- 
lntion providing for adjournment on the first 
proximo were Colonel Oates, who introduced 
jt, and Messrs. Bland, of Missouri, Blount, of 
Georgia, and Townshend,of Lllinois, The argu- 
ment advanced was that no further ad- 
vantage could accrue either to 
the country or to the party from a longer 
continuation of the session of congress and 
that, therefore,adjournment was not only logi- 
cal but economical and even necessary. None 
of the speakers had any idea that the republi- 
cans of the senate intended to pass a tariff bill 
at this session. 

Those who opposed the resolution were 
Messrs. McMillen, of Tennessee, Chipman, of 
Michigan, McKinney, of New Hampshire, 
Lawler, of Illinois, and, as stated before, 
Dockery, of Missouri. They insisted, each in 
a forcible way, that it would be good policy to 
give the republicans of the senate all the rope 
in the way of time they were disposed 
to use. It ewould be better, those 
gentlemen argued, to give the card 
¢an senators ample opportunity to demonstrate 
to the country in a way that could not be mis- 
understood or misrepresented that it was not 
in their power to agree upon a bill revising the 
tariff in an intelligent and acceptable manner. 

The discussion had grown warm, though 
good natured, and in the nature of a compro- 
mise, Colonel Matson, of Indiana, submitted a 
motion postponing action until after Tuesday 
next. Thatis the regular meeting day of the 
senate committee on finance, and, as Colonel 
Matson explained, his motion would merely 
postpone action on the Oates resolution until 
after that time. If, he said, the republican 
senators failed to report a tariff billon Tues- 
day next, then Colonel Oates, or any member 
agreeing with the Alabama congressman, 
could introduce another resolution calling for 
adjournment and secure the holding of another 
caucus atan early date to decide upon its 
merits. 

This course was finally decided upon and 
the caucus adjourned. 

Although no yote was taken on'the Oates 
resolution proper for adjournment on the Ist 
proximo, it was ascertained that a majority of 
the caucus were in favor of it, so that another 
caucus, in the event the republican senators 
report no bill on Tuesday next, is certain to be 
held and the question definitely disposed of. An 
interesting point discovered tonight is that 
Mr. Cheadle, a republican from Indiana, has 
an adjournment resolution prepared and threat- 
ened today to introduce it tomorrow in case to- 
niight’s caucus took no definite action. if he 
carries out his intention the house may witness 
a lively scene tomorrow. 

Against HetaHation. 

Senator Sherman is the first man in congress 
to take any stand against granting the _presi- 
dent the retaliatory power against Canada 
he has asked for. 

Senator Shermat declared in a speech today 
that in his opinion no such powers should be 
conferred upon the president. His speech was 
rather conservative in tone, counseling moder- 
ation in adjusting the controversies with: Can- 
ada. He was listened to with marked atten- 
tion by both parties, and was replied to by 
Senator Morgan, who made an able argument 
in favor of granting the desired power. Mr. 
Morgan will conclude his argument tomorrow. 

The foreign relations commitee, of which 
Mr. Sherman is chairman, will meet tomorrow 
to take action upon the retaliation bill. In 
the committee Mr, Sherman will oppose the 
bill, and he will be supported by Mr. Frye. 
They will endeayor, it is said, to induce the 
republican majority of the committee to take 
adverse action upon the bill. The republican 
members of the committee are Messrs. Sher- 
man, Edmunds, Frye, Evarts and Dolph. 
The democratic members are Messrs. Morgan, 
Brown, Saul:bury and Payne. It would seem 
fikely that the republicans would follow the 
feadership of Senators Sherman and Frye, but 
there wasa rumor today that all of them 
might not. The democratic members will 
stand by the bill, and the vote of a single re- 
publican added to theirs would procure a 
favorable report on the bill. 

The Situation in Indiana. 

Colonel Matson, the democratic candidate 
for governor of Indiana, returned here last 
aight from a visit home. During his absence 
in Indiana, Colonel Matson made a number of 
speeches and inaugurated the state campaign. 
All of his meetings were largely attended, and 
in his own home community the enthusiasm 
awakened by his presence was unprecedented. 

The effort to secure a joint canvass of the 
state by the two candidates for governor 
failed through the refusal of the republican 
committee to permit their man to meet Mr. 
Matson. 

In speaking of the situation at home today, 
Colonel Matson would only generalize. He 
said he did not desire to make his campaign 
in the newspapers. He had no hesi- 
tation in saying, however, that the democratic 
outiook there is extremely bright. He con- 
cedes, of course, that the battle is to be a hot 
one, and that it will be necessary for the dem- 
ocrats to exert themselves to the fullest to win. 
The party organization assures this result, and 


Colone! Matson thinks that the democratic 


snajority for both the state and national tickets 
will be a substantial one. He will return home 
in about ten days, and take the stump for the 
remainder of the campaign. 

General Hovey, the republican candidate for 
governor of Indiana, has also returned, and he, 
on the other hand, says as to his own election 
that it is only a question of the size of his 
majority. He says.that he and General Har- 
tison, between. them, will get nearly every 
eoldier vote that has heretofore gone with the 
Cemocrats, on account of the president’s pen- 
sion vetoes, and that the state will go republi- 
can all around.

SHERMAN AND MORGAN. 


Ohio's Senator Talks on the Subject of Re- 
taliation—Mr. Morgan’s Rejoinder. 

WASHINGTON, September 18.—In the senate, 
the deficiency appropriation bill was reported 
back from the committee on appropriations 
and was ordered printed. 

Notice was given that Mr. Jones, of Arkan- 
sas, would address the senate tomorrow on the 
motion to refer the president’s aunual mes- 
sage. 

Mr. Sherman’s resolution offered yesterday, 
instructing the committee on foreign relations 
to inquire into the state of the relations of the 
United States with Great Britain and the Do- 
minion of Canada,and to report at the next ses- 
sion such measures asare expedient to promote 
friendly commercial and political intercourse 
between those countries and the United States, 
was taken up. 

MR. SHERMAN’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Sherman proceeded to address the sen- 
ate, delivering his remarks from manuscript. 

After an allusion tothe president’s retalia- 
tion message and a justification of the rejec- 
tion of the fisheries treaty, Mr. Sherman asked 
why should Canada refuse to allow American 
fishing yessels to enter her ports and to ship 
their fish to the American: 
market? A denial of that 
privilege appeared so unchristian and selfish 
that he wondered it had not long since led ft 
violent retaliation. lfthe president had, by 
proclamation, withheld a like privilege from 
Canada fishing vessels, the evil, he 
believed, would have been quickly 
corrected. But the president, instead 
of exercising the powers which 
he had under the act of March 3, 1887, had 
asked congress, in his retaliation message, for 
power to suspend commerce which had 
amounted, for the last six years, to $270,000,- 
000. No wonder that that sudden change of 
Base had excited surprise in both countries and 
was regarded as a mere political movement,

THE REFUGEES MEET. 


The Condition of the Florida Fugitives in 
Hendersonville. 


HENDERSONVILLE, N. C., September 18. 
[Special,]—At a meeting of the refugee 
citizens of Jacksonville; Fla., held in the 
court house in this place, the committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose submitted the follow-

THE WATERS STILL RISING 


The Stream a Mile in Width Covering the 
Rice Fields, 


- SavannaAu, Ga., September 18.—[Special.]- 


The second rise in the Savannah river at Au- 
gusta has weakened the feeble hope that still 
encouraged the rice planters along that stream. 
At 2 p. m. today the area covered by the flood 
Was apparently about a mile wide. Where 
there were twostreams yesterday there was 
but one today. They had coalesced into a sec- 
ond Mississippi, which, asa broker ruefully 
remarked, ‘would have appeared magnificent 
if one wouldn't persist in thinking of the dam- 


age it has done.”’ 

The tide was then just turning on the ebb. 
When the seven feet rise is completed shortly 
after 7 o’clock tonight, itisno more than rea- 
sonable to suppose that all of the 
litile emerald vatches then showing above the 
surface will have disappeared and nothing but 
an immense waste of muddy water meet the 
eyes.

Bets are also being offer- 
ed and accepted as tothe receipts at this city 
forthe coming year. Early last year they 
were placed at 600,000 bushels, but the flood 
reduced the total to 460,000 bushels. This year 
it was expecied that the total would be some- 
what greater, and optimistic brokers, striving 
possibly toiniuse new courage into the plant- 
ers, Want to wager that over 500,000 bushels 
will be received, the flood and everything else 
to the contrary.

[THE WIDOWS SUIT. 


A Bill of Injunction Against a 
Railroad. 


Mrs. Frobel Files a Billto Restrain the Ma- 
con and Covington From Paying the 
First Mortgage Bonds. 


Macon, Ga., September 18—{Special. }j— 
Mention was made in these columns yesterday 
of the presence in Maconof Mr. Z. D. Harri- 
son, of Atlanta. The object of his visit be- 
came known today. He came here as attorney 
of Mrs. M. L. Frobel, of Atlanta, widow of 
General B. W: Frobel, the late vice-president 
and general manager of the Covington and 
Macon road, to file a bill of injunction against 
the Covington and Macon road and C, 0, 
Machen. In the absence of Judge Gustin, 
of the Macon superior court circuit, 
from Georgia the bill was presented 
to Judge Richard Clarke, of Atlanta, 
by whom it was sanctioned, and a nisi restrain- 
ing order granted thereon, calling upon the de- 
fendant to show cause before Judge Gustin. or 
some other judge qualified to try the same, at 
Macon on September 20th, why the injunction 
should not be made permanent restraining de- 
fendant from paying any of the first mortgage 
bonds of the Covington and Macon road to-the 
cities of Madison and Athens or otherwise dis- 


posing of them. 

The following is the substance of the bill: 

Mary L. Frobel, temporary administratrix of B. 
W. Frobel, deceased, brings her bill vs. E. C. 
Machen and the Covington and Macon Railroad 
company.jalleges that ber husband was a civil en- 
gineer and that-on April 27, 1885, he (B. W. F.) and 
J. A. Ansley, and L. Livingston applied to the 
state of Georgia tor a charier fcr the Covington and 
Macon railroad: Said charter was granted June, 
1835. After organization of said railroad her said 
husband was appointed vice-president, general 
manager and chief engineer. That in July, 
18°6, by. vote ot stockholders, capital etock was 
fixed at $2,000,000, thatin August °35, said stock- 
holders. authorized issuance of first mort- 

age bonds to an amount not exceeding 

12,000 per mile upon each and = every 
mile then in process of construction, and thereafter 
to be constructed, in Georgia. Said bonds were 
dated October 4, 1885, and an agacey to the mercantile 
Vrust company of New York,.or bearer, due Octo- 
ber 1, 1915, with interest at 6 per cent, payable 
semi-annually, on March and September 1st of each 
and every year,and allege further that Ansley, 
Livingstone and Frobel, 1n behalf of said railroad, 
entered into contract with E. C, Machen for the 
construction, etc., of said railroad, and that upon 
fulfillment of said agreenient by said E. C. Machen, 
he, said Machen, was to be paid the entire capital 
stock. and first mortgage bonds (to be issued as afore- 
said) and any and all subsidies, donations, etc., of 

every kind whatsoever they may be, including land, 
subscriptions in cash or other property. Upon the 
completion of every ten miles of said rail- 
road said Machen shall notify said chief 
engineer, to-wit, ; V Frobel, of 
said company aud he shall fix 
a day for inspection of such so completed; and 
when said Frobel, as engineer, shall approve said 
work (in sections, etc.), the said engineer shall and 
is authorized to issue an order to said trustees re- 
commending the delivery to said E. C. Machen, 
contractor as aforesaid, $12,000 in bonds and a simi- 
lar sum in stock, for every one mile accepted aud 
approved by said engineer, B. W. Frobel.

New Rate. 


Delegation of the Shippers Will Appear 
Before the Railroad Commission Next 
Week—Brief Mention. 


The recent action of the railroad commission 
ordering a change in the freight rates on lum- 
ber, is stirring up those interested in this ex- 
tensive industry, and the following special 
from Savannah to THE CONSTITUTION, out- 
[ines the policy of the lumber men, and gives 
the basis for their protest against the commis- 
gion’s action. It says: 

Next week a special committee, represent- 
ing the lumber men of Savannah, wiil appear 
before the railroad commission in this city in 
conjunction with representatives of the lumber 
interest at other points to show the advisability 
revoking the recently issued order raising the 
s of transportation. The lumber men have 
been very much worked up over the increase. 
They claim that its effect will be extremely 
ruinous. As soon as the fact became known 
they held a meeting and appointed a comumit- 
tee, with Mr. N. Frierson as secretary, to ob- 
tain the necessary information to lay before 
the commission. It has worked steadily, and, 
some of the members claim, has secured 
considerable important data bearing upon the 
condition of the lumber business in Georgia 
and elsewhere,and a comparative statement of 
transportation rates all over thé south. 

“On April 2d, 1883,’" said Major Shellman, 
the trafic manager, “‘the railroad commission 
reduced the rate on lumber about 20 per cent. 
Owing to the fact that the mills claimed to be 
jn a very bad condition, it has never been in- 
creased since then, although at the time it was 
mutually understood that the old rate would 
be restored when the lumber business had be- 
come more prosperous. Every one knows that 
jt has flourished in the interim. — 

“They claim, you say; that it isnow not pay- 
ing very much. I might ask is it the province 
of a railroad company or any other corporation 
or firm to revive a business at every languish- 
ing stage to its own loss? 

“The rate at present existing in Georgia is 
extremely low—lower in fact, I believe, than 
jy any other southern state, The lumber men 
having enjoyed the benefits arising from a 
greatly reduced rate made-ata time of de- 
pression through several years of prosperity, 
apparently believe that it should be continued 
even to the railroad’s detriment. ey are 
mistaken in assuming that the railroads are 
scouring a full restoration of the decrease of 
1883. Nominally it may appear so, but in 
reality it is hardly more than one half it, and 
then I doubt if the rate will equal that exist- 
ing elsc where.” 

General Freight Agent Whitehead in re- 
ferring to the same subject said: 

“In comparing the new tariff with the 
present one several things that do not appear 
upon the surface must be considered. Under 
the existing tariff a carload is 22,500 pounds. 
Under the new one 24,000—an increase in 
favor of the lumber shippers of 1,500 pounds or 
6% ,ercint. Another chance having a tendency 
toreduce the new Jrate and render the bene- 
fits to the railroad considerabiy less is the sub- 
titution of a five mile group instead of the 
ten mile groupfs0w in use, giving the ship- 
pers a sborter rate for intermediate points. 
For instance under the old classifi- 
cation, all mileage over twenty miles 
would be charged at the rate of ten miles; that 
is, the shipper would pay for thirty miles if the 
lumber was only transported twenty or twen- 
ty-two miles. Hereafter, under the same cir- 
cumstauces, he will pay for only twenty miles. 
If the cistauce should be twenty-three miles 
he wil! be charged for twenty-five; whereas, 
the tari? under which we are still working 
would necessitate charging him at the rate of 
thirty miles. Consequently the percentage of 
increase is really very much less than in- 
dicated by the circular letter which presuma- 
bly shows a return to the rate of 1883.” 

More About the Lumber Tariff. 

THe CONSTITUTION has received the follow- 
Ing futeresting communication, with a request that 
itbe printed, Asit is written in the interest of one 
of the greatest of southern industries, and touches 
upon several points that shippers desire to gain in- 
formation of, it is printed in full: 

Chairman Wallace, of the railroad commission, 
has issucd a notice, stating that on the Ist of Octo. 
ber of this vear the freight rateon lumber will be 
ee from class P, less twenty percent, to 
Ciass I’. 

Il suppose that reasons for the increase in freight 
rates have been set before the commission, which 
have induced them to think the change a good one; 
but I propose to set forth several facts, to show that 
the change will be particularly hardon the ium- 
bermen, aud that the present rate is full compensa- 
tion to the railroads 

in the tirst place, the expense of preparing lum- 
ber for the market has greatly increased in the last 
few years, or since the freight rate was lowered 
from class P to class P, less twenty percent. The 
branch roads for getting the logs from the 
forests to the mills on the main lines are 
getting longer aud more expensive to kee 
up, while tmber and stum page costs twice as sanch 
as it did six yearsago. In the second place the 
coastwise market is extremely low, considerably 
lower than it was when the rate was lowered, as 
low as it can well be withauy profitto the producer. 
A third reason is‘ that the rate on lumber which is 
handled at both starting and landing points fh 
loading and unloading by the lumbermen, is as 
on 0 as thaton many articles thatare loaded and 
unloaded by the railroads themselves. In trans- 
porting lumber the railroads have only the expense 
of hauling. We may state inthis connection that 
the rates On lumberare higher in proportien to the 
value of the article than on otherf{many products. 

The chairman of the commission has stated as a 
reason for the order to return jto class P. that 
whereas at the time of the reduction there was no 
western market for lumber and a reduction was 
necessary, there is now a western market, and a re- 
turn to the old rates should follow. 

To this I would say that, though there is a market 
in the west, and the market is very low, the freight 
rates are such as to insure very littie profit in ship. 
ing there. The situation, as we have suggested 
above, is this: The coastwise markets are extremely 
low aud the freight rates to the west are very high. 
The fact is, the price of lumber is lower than it has 
ever been. The railroads themselves are getting 
their lumber cheaper than they ever have before. 

Iinight s‘ate, by way of parenthesis, that the lum- 
ber business pays a larger revenue tothe railroads 
than any other industry in this section. 

In conclusion, allow me to say in behalt of 
one of the leading. industries of Georgia 
that the lumbermen of this state now have about 
as much as they can carry. Should the capitalists 
close down upon them many would go by the board. 
With the increasing expense of getting out lumber, 
the constant rise in the value of stumpage, the pres- 
ent low market and the high freight rates to the 
west, an increase in local rates isagsure harbinger 
of evil to the lumbermen of Georgia,

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The Exodus is Likely to Depopu- 
late the Town. 


Twenty-One Refugees Arrive in Atlanta—Ten 
Remain and the Others Go on to , 
Northern and Eastern Cities. 


Gainesville, Fla., seems to bea very good 
place to get away from. 
, Though the doctors disagree as to the exist- 
ence of yellow fever there—one of them stat- 
ing that the citizens are at perfect liberty to 
hang himif there is a case of yellow fever in 
the city—the exodus of people from that city 
shows a lack of confidence in his judgment. 
Yesterday morning, at 9:45 o’clock, a train 
left Gainesville, the southern terminus of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railroad, hav- 
ing on board about omg people, all very anx- 
ious to get away from Florida. They were all 
well fixed financially, and purchased tickets 
to various points, Atlanta being a favorite des- 
tination with many of them. 
This train, consisting of a Pullman sleeper, 
two passenger coaches and a baggage car, 
reached Atlanta at afew minutes past 5 o’clock 
jast evening, but only twenty-one passengers 
remained of the number who had left Gdines- 
ville yesterday. 
The others had left the train at various 
points en route, twenty getting off at Dupont 
and nine at Macon. It is the intention of the 
passengers who left the train at Dupont to 
take a rest there and come on to Atlanta in 
sina]l parties or singly, so as not to attract at- 
tention. They came to this conclusion after 
being told that the Atlanta authorities would 
not permit them to enter the city. They prob- 
ably made a mistake, as aside from the slight 
delay necessary for a thorough inspection by 
the health officers, their fellow-travelers, who 
arrived last night, came into Atlanta as first- 
class travelers and in first-class style. 
Telegrams to health officials in Atlanta and 
the Central railroad agents gave 
the first news that this train was 
en route to the city, and _ several 
sensational rumors were in circulation about 
the streets in regard to it. 
Dr. Crichton, acting under orders from the 
board of health, went to East Point to meet 
the train, and a CONSTITUTION reporter was 
also on hand to get the story of this trip from 
the travelers who were fleeing from Florida 
and the yellow jack. 
The train arrived at East Point at 4:20 p. 
m., and after a short stop for orders came on 
to Atlanta. But twenty-one people were 
on board and Dr. Crichton 
rapidly canvassed the travelers, so that when 
Castleberry street was reached and the train 
stopped by the health ofticers, it only required 
a few minutes delay to thoroughly inspect and 
question them. 
At Castleberry street, waiting for the mcom- 
ing train, were Mayor Cooper, Dr. Armstrong, 
Dr. Baird; Dr. Alexander and Dr. Curtis, of 
the beard of health; Chief Inspector Veal, 
Inspectors W. A. King, J. M. V. Cain, George 
W. Spearand J. G. Carlisle. Captain Couch, 
in charge of a detail of police, were alse there, 
but their services were not needed. 
None of the travelers tried to escape, and no 
suspicious case was discovered. After a rigid 
inspection by the physicians, the train came 
into the city, and after a long, tedious and 
exciting ride, the refugees got a breath of pu’e 
Piedmont ozone and a chance to rest thei 
weary limbs. 
Among the twenty-one travelers who ar- 
rived on this train there were several from 
Live Oak station. Every cone of the passen- 
gers held a first-class ticket, anda they are 
abundantly able to pay their way in Atlanta 
or anywhere else. 
Only ten of the twenty-one arrivals re- 
mained in Atlanta, the others going north and 
east by the first train leaving the city. The 
names of the travelers who arrived on this 
train and who will enjoy Atlanta’s hospitality 
for afew days are as follows: H. E. Benson, 
N. E. Benson, Mrs. H. E. Benson, Z. Brown, 
O. H. Nolan, J. A. Goodwin, Jobn Silliman, 
E. C. Cobb, W. C. Wade and A. B. Wade. 
Mr. O. H. Nolan is a former resident of At- 
lanta, and was greeted by many friends on his 
arrival last evening.

obtained an interesting interview i 
the trip of the train and the 
Gaines In reply to a 
— the exodus first began, 


“On Sunday night at one of the churches in 
Gainesville it was stated that a certain young 
man was sick with yellow fever, and the opin- 
ions of the doctor were at once sought in re- 
gard to the matter. The reed about the 
nature of the disease, and this had as mnch to 
do with starting the panic as anything else. 
Then the guards which had been stationed 
around the town to 
ugees from Jacksonville coming in 
threw down their guns and stampeded 
like a flock of sheep. During Sunday night 
everybody that had any intention of leaving 
the city made their ——— as far as pos— 
sible, and the scenes Jacksonville at the 
outbreak of the scare there Were repeated in 
Gainesville on a smaller scale. Bedding, 
household goods, trunks and personal property 
of every description was packed up, and then 
the next question was how to get away.”’ 

“Was Surgeon-General Hamilton advised of 
the condition of affairs ?’’ 

“Oh, yes. He was telegraphed and asked 
to give his consent for the peopie to leave, 
and after some delay he replied that he would 
offer no objection to the people leaving 
Gainesville, but said they would have to 
take their chances about finding 
a place to cate He also telegraphed that the 
refugees would have to keep on traveling until 
they founda city that was willing to receive 
them.”’ 

‘‘Was your train the first out of the city yes- 
terday ?”’ 

“TIT do not think it was. I learned that two 
freight trains were run out of the city, the box 
cars crowded with the panic-stricken — 
who were willing to undergo any hardships in 
order to get away from Gainesville. If the re- 
ports I have heard are true and are added to 
what I know, Gaigesville must be very nearly 
depopulated 7 this time.’’ 

“Did you haye any delays on your way 
here ?”’ 

“At Live Oak we were met by an armed 
guard, and were forced to wait there 
six hours, when Surgeon-General Hamilton 
wired his permission for the train to proceed. 
We were stopped by government quarantine 
officers, who would not let us go on until this 
order of the surgeon-general was received. 
This was the only detention worth mention- 
ing.”’ 

“Several of the refugees who left Gainesville 
on your train left it at Dupont, did they not?’’ 

‘Yes. About twenty passengers got off there, 
and they tried to get me to stop there, but I 
told them that I had bought my ticket to 
Atlanta, and was going to go there, if the train 
did. Others left the train at Macon and one 
or two other points, so that only about a third 
of thenumber of passengers who started- from 
Gainesville arrived here.”’ 

“What was there object in leaving the 
train ?’’ 

“Well, some of them were ,afraid that At- 
lanta had quarantined, and others wanted to 
get arest. They were all healthy and none of 
them had been exposed to yellow fever.” 

‘How did the fever start in Gainesville ?”’ 

“T think it was brought from Fernandina by 
members of the Gainesville Guard, who were 
down there a few days ago. Thatis the only 
way the presence of the disease can be ex- 


plained.”

It gives them about a month longer to get 
ready for the entertainment of the great 
crowd which will visit the city, and also 
allows them time to recover, to a great ex- 
tent, from the ravages of the flood and the 
' consequent interference with the work of 
_ getting ready for the exposition. 

, The Evening News urged that it should 

be postponed until spring, and it is probable 
that it would have been better had the man- 
agement done so. It would have given 
them more time to restore the city to the 
condition in which the people would natu- 
rally like to have their guests see it. Buta 
great deal can be done in a month; and the 


: e energy and enterprise which the citizens of 


Augusta have thrown in the work of repair- 
ing the wrecks of the flood augurs well for 
their complete and early triumph in over- 
coming the disasters with which the city 
has been overtaken. 

But the interest which the people of Au- 
gusta fee) in their exposition should not 
allow them to forget the duty which they 
owe the city. A bridge is to be built across 

‘the Savannah river to take the place of 
the one washed away; a number of streets 
tobe put in good order, and to do the 
k properly will require considerable out- 
lay; the canal is to be patched at great ex- 
pense, and this work must be done prompt- 
ly, for in its present condition the factories 
of the city necessarily remain idle. It is 
urged by many that the city should at once 
inaugurate the work of building a levee, and 
it must be said that there seems to be much 
reason in this proposition. The city has 
been flooded twice in as many years, and 
there is nothing to guarantee that the same 
thing will not occur at frequent intervals, 
unless something is done to prevent it. The 
only successful remedy is in a levee. It 
may cost a great deal of money, but the city 
can amply afford to pay it, for the loss occa- 
_ gioned by a single flood like that of this 
year will bring more hardship than the ex- 
penditure of a sum necessary to levee the 
city as an effectual remedy for the repetition 
of the dreadful scenes through which the 
city has just passed. 

All these things should be considered and 

prompt action should be taken.

Since there is no longer an attempt any- 
where to read democrats out of the party on 
account of their interpretation of the St. 
Louis and Chicago platforms, it will do no 
harm to call attention to the fact that Mr. 
Henry Watterson, in a speech in New York 
not many days ago, took oceasion to remark 
in tones that could be heard by all his audi- 
ence, and especially by the reporters who 
were present, that the Mills bill didn’t suit 
him bya long shot.

The strikes of wage-workers no longer 
excite surprise. People in large cities in 
this country and in Europe expect to hear 
periodically of organized efforts on the part 
of both skilled and unskilled laborers to 
secure either shorter hours or longer wages. 

But some of the workers never strike— 
these, as a matter of course, are the women. 
And yet the women who work for their 
daily bread have far greater cause to strike 
than the men who are always so ready to 
_join in such moyements. 

All over the world men organize to fight 
for the canse of labor, at the ballot box or 
through the medium of strikes. The women 
alone remain unorganized and silent. They 
toil and guffer and starve, but they are so 
quiet that soMs pene emt

revelations recently made by the great 
dailies of our western and eastern cities. 
The correspondents of these papers who 
looked into the matter found thousands of 
women working in various trades and occu- 
pations at wages ranging from a dollar and 
a@ half to five dollars a week. 

The trouble about a woman’s work is 
that her fidelity, industry and skill count 
for nothing. In the departments of un- 
skilled labor a man by her side will receive 
double her wages, although his work may 
be inferior to hers. In stich occupations as 
clerking, book-keeping and type-writing 
the same rule holds good. “The woman’s 
work may be in every respect better than 
.\the man’s, but she is not half so well paid. 
Why is this? The gnswer always is that 
she is a woman. 

Even among employers, when they are 
fair-minded men, there is a readiness to ad- 
mit that this is all wrong, and they do not 
hesitate to say that when a woman does a 
man’s work she should receive a man’s 
pay. But while they take this position it 
is in a purely theoretical way-—if any 
of them have gone so far as to put in prac- 
tice thelr beautiful labor theories, their 
names, up to this time, have been kept 
from the general public. 

Why don’t women strike? It is very 
easy to-answer the question, Women on 
salaries of two, three, four or even five dol- 
lars a week cannot afford to strike. They 
cannot lose time attending meetings, nor 
can they pay for halls, torchlight proces- 
sions and printed circulars. They are the 
prisoners of progress, or rather the slaves 
of conscienceless capita). ‘They are doomed 
to suffer and die and make no sign. 

This is the situation—this is the outlook. 
Perhaps some day our boasted Christian 
civilization will do justice to these helpless 
and hopeless toilers, but it is to be feared 
that such a day is a long way off.

Mr. Hill’s Sincerity Conceded, buat Differ- 
- enee of Opinion as to His Course—Wil 
it Have Much Effect? 


The letter of Hon. Walter B. Hill in yester- 
day’s Constitution, in which he announces 
that he has passed from the democratic party 
into the national prohibition party, was vari- 
ously commented on throughout the city. 

The third party people were jubilant over 
the letter and were loud in their praise of Mr. 
Hill in his position. Universally they regard 
him asa most valuable acquisition to their 
ranks. 

The local optionists, while expressing admi- 
ration for Mr. Hill asa man, were as a rule 
non-committal on the jetter, though some of 
them indorsed his position. But the great 
majority of the democratic prohibitionists in 
Atlanta unquestionably look upon the views 
expressed in the letter as premature, 

The anti-prohibitionists in general are of the 
opinion that Mr, Hiil is cranky, and think his 
epistle in the highest degree visionary. 

It is notable, however, that all parties and 
factions in the city compliment the letter as a 
fine composition, and give Mr. Hill credit for 
being perfectly honest.in the views e#pressed. 

A large number of people who were asked 
about the letter stated that they had not read 
it, but intended to do so. 

A few gentlemen commented on the letter 
in a general way. 

Collector Crenshaw said: ‘I have not fin- 
ished reading Mr. Hill’s letter. It is well 
written. Mr. Hill and Mr. Sam Small, I 
think, will make a good team. Both have’ 
brains.” 

Colonel Bob Hardeman remarked: ‘‘I know 
Walter Hill well. He is one of the purest 
men in the state. He is in no sense a poli- 
tician. His letter cannot possibly hurt any- 
body but himself. I do not think that it will 
have any particular effect upon the democratic 
party in Georgia.’’ 

Doctor- Amos Fox: ‘‘Whiie I disagree with 
Mr. Hill I must admit that the-letter is ably 
written from his standpoint. Heisa man of 
marked moral courage and in his letter seems 
to Jose sight of himself entirely. Mr. Hill has 
ability and there are some good points in his 
letter.”’ 

Judge James Anderson: ‘‘Walter B. Hill is 
one of the ablest and best men in the state and 
his letter is a very strong one from his stand- 
point.”’ 

Dodd: ‘‘Mr. Hill is an honest and 
capable man, and has stated my platform ex- 
actly.

Now Mr. Hill is a prohibitionist and has the 
honesty to deelare that under the circum- 
stances he cannot support the democratic par- 
ty with a liquor plank inits platform.

THE COLOR LINE. 


A Titled Negro From Europe Astonished at 
What He Sees Here. 
New York Special, 

Thesight of a fullblooded negro in a big 
Broad wav hotel is not unusal, but he becomes so when 
he wears anything else than the uniform ofa ser- 
vant, Therefore, a great deal of attentionis being 
bestowed on the black young man, with thoroughly 
African features, who wears the fashionable clothes 
ofthe dandy, while loungingin one of these great 
hoxses. Moreover, he is not a casual intruder upon 
the premises, but a guest who may not Le entirely 
weicome, but who is politely received. That is be- 
cause he is a réal, live count, It is not so long ago 
that a negro bishop of the African Methodist church 
was denied quarters in this same hetel. But a for- 
eign title seems to be a passport to its hospitality, 
and so the Count de Delvaisanovelty in human 
jet. He isa Haytian by birth, and he got. aristocra- 
ey from his grandfather, who was formerly ennobled 
by Soulouque during thatjdefunct despots brief 
reign in Hayti. But he isa Parisian, by residence 
there since childhood, and Is a thoroughly educated 
and polished gentleman, 

“T had no idea that I was taking any risk of re- 
buff when I registered at this hotel,’ said the 
Count de Delva to me, “or I was totally unaware of 
the American prejudice against the black men. 
There is uothing of the kind in the old world, I 
don’t mean to say that intermarriage is yery com- 
mon between the blacks and whites over there, but 
I do assert, what all travelers will tell you, that 
there is no social discrimination on account of 
color. I have been in every country in Europe and 
have visited among rich and cultured people of all 
nations, but it was not until I got to the United 
States that I found negroes under taboo.” 

What he said is true. Americans who go abroad 
are surprised at first to see negroes sitting among 
white people in the theater, in {hotel dining-rooms 
andeverywhere else. Of course, the blacks are 
searcer there than here, and have not been Jowered 
below the whire standard by slavery. During the 
World’s Fair in London last summer, an American 
bar was one of the features, It was the enterprise 
of a New Yorker, who sent over five skillful bar- 
tenders, and along with them two young negroes as 
helpers. They were astonished to find that the 
blacks, despised at home, were subjected to no - in- 
vidious treatment abroad. After that they took the 
darkies out frequently, just for the fun of seeing 
their delightful enjoyment of equatity; and when 
thetime came for returning to New York, the 
young blacks announced that they were going to 
settle down in England. A land in which black 
was white. to all social intents and purposes, was 
quite good enough for them.

Questions Which Will 
Come Before It. 


The Membership of the House—The Proba- 
ble Officers—General Gossip About 
the New Legislators. — 


“What will be the complexion of the next 

“What do you mean?” said Colonel Bob 

, the mountain to which every po- 

litical Mahomet in Georgia comes and tells 
the politics and preferences of his section. 

“Qn the issues that will come before it; on 
the sale of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
for instance.” 

“They will be in favor of leasing it to the 
highest bidder.” 

“What do you think it will bring?” 

“T think the state will be doing well if it 
gets $25,000 a month for it. That is five per 
cunt interest on the value placed upon tho road 

the Western and Atlantic commission, oy 
I think it is a fair valuation. I do not say 
with any spirit of egotism, but I made the cal- 
culation sometime ago with some gentlemen 
and we arrived at almost the same figures as 
those made by the commission. I think that 
five per cent on six millions, or $300,000 per 
annum, now is a fair rental for the road. 

“When the State road was _ leased, 
if I am i *not wrong, there was 
not a single other connecting line 
to the west, the seaboard, the south or any 
other connection but by water. We have had 
since that time connections by way of Au- 
gusta, Savannah, Brunswick and New Or 
Jeans and other points. ‘All those connecting 
links have been built. There has been, of 
course, a considerable increase in the business 
of the country, but I don’tthink it has in- 
creased in that proportion which would make 
up for the difference in the situation with 


reference to other roads. 

“The state of Georgia is borrowing money 
and she says she is not willing to pay oyer four 
and a half per cent and itis fairto presume 
that if she can get five per cent interest on her 
property, it isa good business transaction, The 
road makes more than five per cent, but it 
ywust make something for the making of it. I 
belicve it will be leased and I believe the state 
of Georgia will get $300,000 per annum for the 
road,andI believe thatis all she will get. 


That’s a safe lease. 

“Did you see that dispatch in Tur Constrt- 
TUTION this morning saying that the officials 
of the Central and Louisville and Nashville 
roads were in consultation in Louisville?” 

‘“‘Yes,”’ 

‘Well, it occurred to me that if there should 
be a consolidation of the tworoads it might 
affect the lease of the State road.” 

“Why so?’’ 

“Well, rumor says that the majority 
of the stock of the present 
lease is held and controlled by the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, and if they consolidate 
with the Central, they may want to keep up 
this same connection. It is true that the Cen- 
tral has connections with the west by a long, 
circuitous route, but the rates are made by the 
shortest route, and the money is made by haul- 
ing freight that way.”’ 

‘*What do you think the legislature will do 
about the betterments?”’ 

“The state will never pay a dollar on any- 
thiug in the way of fixtures.”’ 

“Why do you think it—from the complexion 
of the legislature ?”’ 

‘Yes, and because I betieve it is the law.”’

Some Questions Which Wiil 
Come Before It. 
The Membership of the House—The Proba- 
ble Officers—General Gossip About 
the New Legislators. 


“What will be the complexion of the next 


jegislature ?”” 

“What do you mean?” said Colonel Bob 
Hardeman, the mountain to which every po- 
litical Mahomet in Georgia comes and tells 
the politics and preferences of his section. 

“Qn the issues that will come before it; on 
the sale of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 


for instance.” 
“They will be in favor of leasing it to the 


highest bidder.” 

“What do you think it will bring?”’ 

“think the state will be doing well if it 
gets $25,000 a month for it. That is five per 
cent interest on the value placed upon the road 
by the Western and Atlantic commission, a 
I think it is a fair valuation. I do not say i 
with any spirit of egotism, but I made the cal- 
culation sometime ago with some gentlemen 
and we arrived at almost the same figures as 
those made by the commission. I think that 
five per cent on six millions, or $300,000 per 
annum, now is a fair rental for the road. 

“When the State road was leased, 
if I am not wrong, there was 
not @ single other connecting line 
to the west, the seaboard, the south or any 
other connection but by water. We have had 
since that time connections by way of Au- 
gusta, Savannah, Brunswick and New Or- 
Jeans and other points. Al} those connecting 
links have been built. There has been, of 
course, a considerable increase in the business 
of the country, but I don’tthink it has in- 
creased in that proportion which would make 
up for the difference in the situation with 
reference to other roads. 

“The state of Georgia is borrowing money 
and she says she is not willing to pay oyer four 
and a half per cent and itis fairto presume 
that if she can get five per cent interest on her 
property, it isa good business transaction. The 
road makes more than five per cent, but it 
must make something for the makingofit. I 
believe it will be leased and I believe the state 
of Georgia will get $300,000 per annum for the 
road, andI believe thatis all she will get. 


That’s a safe lease. 

“Did you see that dispatch in Tur Constr- 
TUTION this morning saying that the officials 
of the Central and Lonisville and Nashville 
roads were in consultation in Louisville?’’ . 

“Yes,” 

‘‘Well, it occurred to me that if there should 
be a consolidation of the tworoads it might 
affect the lease of the State road.” 

“Why so?” 

“Well, rumor says that the majority 
of the stock of the present 
lease is held and controlled by the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, and if they consolidate 
with the Central, they may wantto keep up 
this same connection. It is true that the Cen- 
tral has connections with the west by a long, 
circuitous route, but the rates are made by the 
shortest route, and the money is made by haul- 
ing freight that way.” 

‘*What do you think the legislature will do 
about the betterments?”’’ 

“The state will never pay a dollar on any- 
thing in the way of fixtures.’’ 

8 Thy do you think it—from the complexion 
of the legislature ?”’ 

‘‘Yes, and because I believe it is the law.’’ 

“Do you think anything will be done about 
the convict lease ?’’ 

“Well, I don’t know; I think that is settled. 
The all-absorbing question will be that State 
road lease question. Itis going to take days 
and days to get it settied. 
I believe the legislature will 
goat it with the idea of doing that which is 
right, both to the lessees and to the state, and 
I think that when they get :throvgh with it, 
the state and the lessees both will be satis- 
fied.”’ 

“Do you think the legislature will have an 
adjourned session and get into the new capi- 

is” 

“The business of thelcountry is getting too 
enormous, and the state of Georgia is 

rowing so fast that 1t isa matter of impossi- 
jility for the legislature to get get through it 
in the constitutional limit of forty days, and 
they will have to have an adjourned session. 
The legislature will convene on the first Wed- 
nesday in November, which will be the 7th, 
the day after the national election occurs. 
The forty days will expire on the 17th of De- 
cember. The adjournment is always tosome- 
time in the summer when the members have 
Jeisure.”’ ' 

‘There will have to be a considerable appro- 
priation to furnish the new capitol ?’’ 

“Yes, the commission has an approximate 
estimate of abouy$80 000 but when they get 
at it there is no télling what it will cost. You 

down at $100,000.”’ 

“Do you think the leyislature will yote that 
readily 22’ 

“Oh, yes, IThaye been here a longtime, 
and while a. great many have the 
reputation of being watchdogs of the treasury 
and all that, 1 have never seen any of them, 
when you convince them of the necessity of 
doing a thing, who did not do it and do it 
cheerfully.” 

A SUGGESTION ABOUT THE CAPITOL GROUNDS, 

“T’ll tell you what the next genera] assem- 
bly ought to do,” said the colonel as an idea 
struck him; ‘“‘they ought to provide a 
fund to buy all that property between 
Hunter street and the railroad and between 
Capito! avenue and Washington street, and 
open a way from the railroad up to the capitol, 
making a park of it, with shrubbery and as- 
phait drives.”’ 

“What do you think of the legislature that 
will christen the new capito] and settle the 
State road lease question?” 

“It is going to be a capital legislature. So 
far as the members have been nominated 
it is as fino a body of men as 
has been elected in Georgia since 1876. 
Take such men as Judge Lawson, the 
ex-judge of the Ocmulgee circuit, one of the 
clearest-headed lawyers in Georgia.

Hall, of Griffin, isa jurist without a superior 
in Georgia. Council B. Wooten, from Cal- 
houn county, a memberof the senate, is ex- 
penne of the Albany circuit and a yery able 
awyer, 

“There is James M. Dupree, of Macon 
county, a good lawverand a man of oxperience 
in legislation. He represented his county 
three consecutive terms in the legislature. 
Bob Berner, of I’orsyth, was chairman of the 
judiciary committee in the last legislature and 
is now chairman of the state democratic execu- 
tive committee, He is one of the ablest law 
yers in Georgia, and a man of integrity and 
convictions. 

“Charles L. Bartlett, of Bibb, is the ex-so- 
licitor general of that cireuit. He is 
& young man of fine intellect and stands in 
the front rank of the bar of his circuit. W. Y. 
Atkinson, of Coweta, a former member of the 
poticiary committee, is returned. John D. 

farrell, of Deeatur, will be returned. He 
was on the finance committee and one of the 
most conservative men on it. He isa leading 
merchant of his town and is well versed in the 
Wants of the state. D. B. Harrell, of Web- 
ster, is the constitutional lawyer of the house.

THE GEOLOGICAL BUREAU. 

‘*‘What do you think about a state geological 
bureau ?”’ 

“T think that for the short tine that the old 
bureau was in operation, the general assembly 
has never established anything that did so 
much for the development of Georgia. 

‘‘What has been of more benefit to the agri- 
cultural interests of New Jersey than the de- 
posits of marl in that state? And I have it 
from Dr. Little, who went to New Jersey and 


marl in Houston and Pulaski counties exceed 
that in New Jersey and is of a better quality. 

“Then look what the geological survey did 
for the counties on the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad. That survey brought 
the minerals of that region to public notice 
and brought about the building of the Mariet- 
ta an@ North Georgia railroad. T see by the 
comptroller-general’s reports, that the prop- 
erty returned in Cobb, Cherokee, Pickens, 
Gilmer and Fannin counties was $6,978,483 in 
1876, and it is $8,720,205 this year—an increase 
of $1,941,722. 

‘*This was done by a narrow gauze. If there 
was a thorough geological survey of the state, 
there would be more mineral wealth disclosed, 
and more railroads would follow. 

“Then take the phosphate deposits. Forty 
years ago nobody knew that there was phos- 
phate in South Carolina, and now the royalty 
on it pays that state an immense revenue. 
When I - was in New York, 
an Englishman who 
wick, Ga., told me there were 
phospbate beds on Satilla river and he thought 
they were as rich as those near Charleston. In 
1886 Mr. W. W. Garden introduced a bill 
granting the privilege of mining in river beds 
for phosphate, provided the parties should pay 
the state a royalty of 50 cents a ton. Now 
think what might be the outcome if there was 
a thorough geological survey of the Georgia 
coast. Immense deposits of phosphate might 
be located, and it would yield an immense 
revenue to the state.”’

THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 


Atianta’s Chance for the Next Year—W hat it 
Means to Get this Great Convention. 

General Lewis has returned from Columbus, 
Ohio, where he attended the Grand Army of 
the Republic convention. He said: 

“Atlanta’s invitations met with favorable 
comment everywhere, and were received with 
enthusiastic approval, but it was already ar- 
ranged that Milwaukee was to have the con- 
vention for the next year.”’ 

“Can Atlanta secure it the year after ?’’ 

‘“‘Undoubtedly she can if she wil go to work 
in time. Thereis great compotition in north- 
ern cities for it, but a very general desire to 
come south. I had thousands of the western 
army to ask me when are you going to take us 
to Atlanta, and everybody wants to go. It 
would heighten the interest of. things very 
much to mest absolutely on one of the great 
battle fields of the war, and surrounded by 
other batile fields. 

‘But Atlanta ought to be very certain,’’ 
Genera] Lewis continued, ‘‘that she wants this 
convention and can handle it. You have no 
conception of its vastness. We had 140,000 
veterans in actual attendance at Columbus. 
Seventy thousand of these marched in line, 
and marching eight to eighteen abreast it re- 
quired five hours for the procession to pass a 
given point. Columbus erected 20,000 wall 
tents, into which she put 62,000 soldiers. One 
enormous tent was made to accommodate 20,- 
000 people, and camp fires were held in this 
continually. There were vast dining tents that 
would seat 4,000 neoplé at a time, and some 
twenty of these were provided. The state 
capitol and the city hall were turned over to 
the veterans, and public business absolutely 
suspended. Every house in the city threw 
open its doors, and from two to twenty veterans 
were billeted at each house. It was five days 
of open hospitality and cnjoyment. There 
were 300,000 visitors in the city, 140,000 of 
which were veterans. They left from $5,000,- 
000 to $6,000,000 of money in Columbus.” 

‘‘Atlanta can handle them as wel] as Colam- 
bus, Ohio.” 

“Certainly, if sho were to start in time. The 
people of Columbus spent one hundred thous- 
and dollars, but the entertainment was royal 
and sufficient. The great trouble was the 
transportation. The Pennsylvania Central, 
the Erie, and two other roads run into Co- 
lumbus. They massed cars from all over the 
country, but found that they could not handle 
the enormous crowds. The conductors re 
ported that people from a distance came with- 
in a hundred, miles of Columbus and after 
waiting two days to get nearer, were forced to 
turn around and go back home. Probably a 
hundred thousand people that started to Co- 
lumbus were kept away for the lack of trans- 
portation. Now, the question is, can the 
southern railroads handle that sort of crowd? 
The most of them wonld come by the East 
Tennessee, Western and Atlantic and Picd- 
mont Air-Line. It would require almost con- 
tinuous trains on each of those roads, running 
day ard night, to empty the the crowd into 
Atlanta and to take it away.”’ 

“You think we can get it then?” 

‘Tl certainly think we can. If we can show 
that we will make adequate arrangements, 
and the railroads will help us, there is very 
littie doubt. 1t would be agrand thing for 
the whole union. Arrangements would be 
made to have the confederate veterans mect 
them here. The union soldiers wotld be in- 
vited into into the confederate camps and the 
confederate veterans into the Grand Army of 
the Republic campires. Together they would 
go over the battlefields, and the result would 
be that we should never hear anything more of 
sectional differences in this republic. Itisa 
grand movement to bring the Grand Army of 
the Republic yd but it must be taken hold 
of iu time, and mtst be worked on a vast and 
comprehensive scale. If this is done, if 
the people are in this humor, by making a 
committese soon, and starting the work, we can 
undoubtedly secure the next meeting in At- 
lanta. In Columbus there was a committee of 
100 organized in February,and they held almost 
daily meetings, preparing for the convention. 
The result to Colambus was the enriching of 
every branch of trade in the city. To the 
south it would mean very much more. I be- 
lieve two hundred thousand northern visito 
can be brotght here, and thousands of them 
would come with a view of prespecting the 
country and emerm J investments and residents 
here. There is little time to lose, however, if 
Atlanta means to go into the matter in earnest. 
Comniittees ought to be appointed, and a far- 
sighted, comprehensive plan made, and then 
worked up to through the winter and spring, 
so as to be ready for everything next summer.”’

The Firemen, Engineers, Brakemen. Switch- 
men and Knights of Iabor Likely to 
Form a Federation. 


The first step in the formation of the most 
colossal labor organization that the world has 
ever known was taken by the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen at their session yesterday. 

As mentioned in-Tur ConstItTution’s inter- 
view with Grand Master Sargent, which was 
printed the day after that gentleman’s arrival 
in Atlanta, the federation of the locomotive 
firemen with the engineers and other organized 
branches of the railway service, was one of the 
important matters which would come before 
the brotherhood for action. 

The action has been taken, and briefly out- 
lined it indicates a federation for purposes of 
defense, in the event of strikes or lockouts, be- 
tween the following organizations: 

Brotherhood of Locomotives Engineers, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, Broth- 
erhood of Railway Brakemen, Switclrmen’s 
Mutual Aid society and the Knights of Labor. 
And a further federation is also possible with 
all organizations consistent with the principles 
of these bodies. 

The convention of the brotherhood adopted 
laws in reference to this matter, and the 
grand officers are to constitute an executive 
committee, with full discretionary power to 
take whatever action they may deem necessary. 
This action of the firemen will be submitted 
to the various organizations which it is pro- 
posed to include in the federation, and upon 
their adoption or rejection of its proposals 
will hinge great possibilities in the future of 
organized labor all over the United States. 

This action of the brotherhood isall the more 
notable, by reason of the fact that it is the first 
time such a proposition has eyer been made in 
convention, and its adoption at this time, to- 
gether with the immensity of the scheme, will 
give it national interest—particularly to rail- 
road mon. 

It will be observed that, except the Knights 
of Labor, the federation, as proposed, will be 
composed exclusively of railroad men, engaged 
in different branches of the service, and the 
views of Grand Master Sargent in regard to 
the strength and purpose of the federation will 
be found of interest. 7 

In answer to a question put by a ConsTI- 
TUTION reporter as to the strength of this or- 
ganization, should the proposed ideas be carried 
out, Grand Master Sargent said: 

“Tf the federation plan is adopted and the 
Brotherhood and Knights of Labor organize 
for purposes of defense, it will mean thata 
body of over half a million intelligent working 
men are ready to stand by one another in event 
of trouble.’’ 

“The organization is purely for purposes of 
defense, then?”’ 

‘Entirely. And whenfwe find ourselves 
driven to a strike—as avery last resort— by the 
encroachments or penuriousness of organized 
capital, we want the railroad managers and 
every one else to know that we have the back- 
ing of every organized workingman in the 
country.” 7 

‘You say that a strike is a last resort with 
you.”’ 

“Every time. The brotherhoods are in 
fayor of arbitration of every labor trouble. 
But it seems, as is the case with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy system, that our over- 
tures in this direction are likely to be rejected, 
and it is in cases like these—when we are 
actually, forced into a difficulty with our em- 
ployers—that we desire the power that such a 
federation as I have told you we shall attempt 
We want the whole 
body of working men at our back, and yet 
only as I say, to defend what we consider our 
rights from the encroachment of the man- 
acers who sometimes do not care to give us 
what we consider justice.” 

‘‘What are the prospects of the other organi- 
zations adopting the federation scheme ?”’ 

“T would not care to make a direct answer to 
that question, but I will say this—the interests 
of the workingmen are the same the world 
over, and as the officers and members are all 
fully aware of this, I should consider ir a safe 
prediction to say that they. will embrace this 
opportunity to federate.”’ 

“Suppose the federation is accomplished, 
how will it affect the strike on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy?” ~ 

“Tf the federation were made tomorrow it 
would probably result in an ontire suspension 
of traffic on that system. In fact, nota wheel 
would turn along their 6,000 miles of track, 
for every man would have a common interest 
in supporting the engineers and firemen, who 
have now, as they have been for the past 
six months, asking only for what other 
roads recognize as fair wages for their class of 
work,” , 

‘‘What is the exact status of this proposed 
federation ?’’ 

“The convention yesterday adopted laws 
that make it possible, and the grand 
officers were designated a committee 
to formulate the details and 
lay the matter before the various organiza- 
tions. In this way action will soon be secured 


and the result made known.”’ 


‘‘Has the convention done anything further 
in regard to the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy strike at this session ?’’ 

‘Tam proud tosay they have. At yester- 
day’s meeting a resolution was 
adopted ordering an assessineut 
of $5 for each member of the organization, pay- 
able in October. The strike’was unanimously 
indorsed, and after six months’ of continued 
support the convention said yesterday, in the 
shape of a resolution: So long as the strike

cial support of this organization be 
extended to our brothers. [ have 
heard a great dealin regard to this iamous 
strike, but I can truly say that the strength 
and feeling with which the convention yes- 
terday pledged the continued support of the 
brotherhood was the heartiest expression of 
confidence in the ultimate result of this 
struggle that I have had the good fortune to 
listen to.”’ 

It is certain that the further developments 
in this proposed federation will be watched 
with interest by the friends of labor and inter- 
ested capital. 

Yesterday’s Proceedings. 

The convention met yesterday morning at 
8:30, and the committees on ways and means 
submitted their report. 

The adoption of the laws relating to the fed- 
eration of the brotherhood with the engineers, 
switchmen, brakemen and Knights of Labor, 
and the assessment for October in aid of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy _ strike, 
and its unanimous indorsement, took 
up the time of the convention, 
ne could be spared from the report of the 
ways and means committee. This report was 
before the convention at the hour of adjourn- 
ment last evening, and a night session was 
held, beginning at 8 o’clock.

NEW YORK STOCKS.

war. It is true that we made anoth< r feeble 
attempt about eight years ago to establish a 
bureau of immigration, which, for the want of 
substantial encouragement, fell through also, 
But there was not a dollar appropriated either, 
inthe way of salaries or otherwise. Of course 
this fell through. 

“A very different state of things exist now 
from what they did even eight years ago—I 
mean so far as bloody shirts or sectional ani- 
mosities are concerned. All now is peace and 
harmony between the sections. Sectional 

rejudices have so far abated that we can 
almost truthfully say that the same fraternal 
feelings exist now that existed two decades 
before the fall of Fort Sumter. In the ab- 
sence of a department of immigration, I know 
of no better place to ascertain the 
feeling of our northern friends than 
the department of agriculture of Georgia. If 
the numberof inquiring letters that are pour- 
ing into the conimissioner almost daily does 
not demonstrate the necessity for a depart- 
ment of immigration, it certainly does some- 
thing of a kindred nature.

"If thefcomplaint should be urged that there 
are already enough departments, then enlarge 
the duties of some now in existence, increase 
the appropriations thereto and let the head of 
it be put at once into communication with the 
vast numbers of northern people now seeking 
gouthern homes. 

“The department of agrieulture has no legal 
authority to expend money for the 
literature now so badly needed.

The prisoner is charged with assault with 
intent to murder. 

On Monday night there was a festival at Big 
Bethel church and a large crowd was in at- 
tendance. In the crowd was Parris and Ed 
Walton, another negro equally well known in 
the city. The two negroes, it appears, had 
been paying attention to Cora Lee, a colored 
girl residing on Fair street. Walton had 
escorted the girl to the festival, and as he 
entered the church with her leaning upon his 
arin Parris was standing in the door way. Soon 
after the festival became interesting Parris 
walked up to Walton and began a quarrel. 
Some of the church people succeeded in quell- 
ing the disturbance, and Parris was in the act 
of walking away when Walton said: 

“‘T’ll see you on the outside presently.” 

Walton started towards the door andin a 
short time Parris walked down the aisle in the 
saine direction. , Several persons followed the 
two men and when the sidewalk was reached 
there was quite a crowd around the rivais. 
There is some doubt as tothe renewal of the 
quarrel. Walton’s friends claim that Parris 
opened the racket, while Parris’s friends say 
that Walton was to blame. Walton, it ap- 

ears, slapped Parris in the face,’ when the 

atter drew a pistol and waving it over his 
head, exclaimed: 

“Stand back, I'll kill him.”’ 

Almost instantly there was a report and 
Walton dropped. Parris raised his pistol again 
and working through the crowd disappeared. 

The shooting occurred late in the night, and 
the negroes being anxious to prevent any 

yublicity on account of the church, carried 
Valton to his home quietly. About three 
o’clock yesterday morning the affair was re- 
Estee at police headquarters, and Captain 
Manly, accompanied 2: Patrolman Veal, be- 
gan an investigation. he negroes all denied 
the shootIng, but the officers finally found the 
wounded man, from whom they gathered the 
story. They then began hunting for Parris, 
and about daybreak fcund him secreted in the 
Willingham building. Walton’s wounds is in 
the abdomen and is considered extremely dan- 
gerous. Parrisclaims that the shooting was 
done in self defense. 
He Is Still at Large. 


Si Campbell, the negro who shot his wife to 
death Saturday night at his home on Butler 
street, near W heat, is still at large. The most 
faithful and industrious search by the -detect- 
ive department has failed to give anything 
like a satisfactory clue to hiscourse. The 
negroes generally are thoroughly incensed and 
are loud in their demands for vengeance. 
Chief of Police Connolly has been using the 
wires freely, and this morning he will call 
upon Governor Gordon asking that a reward 
be olfered for the arrest of the fugitive. 

Struck With a Ball. 


Sarah Marlone, a young negro girl, was 
given an ugly gun shot wound yesterday after- 
noon. She was standing in front of her home 
on Bush street conversing with her mother. 
The report of a pistol or gun rang out, and in 
an instant the girl felt a stinging sensation in 
her left shoulder. Almost at the same minute 
the woman’s mother observed a stream of 
blood towing from the shoulder. An investi- 
gation showed that asmall builet had entered 
the girl’s shoulder, making an ugly and pain- 
ful wound. Dr. White, who was called in, 
extracted the ball, but does not think the 
wound at all dangerous. 

The Man With a Yacht. 


Vanderbilt, the owner of a yacht anchored 
at New Orleans, or Howard, the contracting 
agent for Buffalo Bill, is still in Augusta, 
where he will remain until the Richmond 
county courts are through with him. Chief 
Connolly has been corresponding with the 
Augusta authorities since the arrest of Vander- 
bilt, requesting his detention. On yesterday 
Mr. Beermann, of the Kimball, went before 
Judge Tanner and swore out a warrant charg- 
ing Vanderbilt with cheating and swindling. 
The warrant was placed in the hands of Chief 
Connolly, who sent it to Augusta. When the 
Richmond county people are through with the 
yacht owner he willbe brought back to Atlanta 
and given a reception by hisfriends. -

Colonel Oates, it is under- 
stood, will not renew his proposition and is in- 
different ag to whether it is done by any of his 
supporters or not. The probability is that 
matters wfll be permitted to drift along and 
no offort will be made by the house to give 
any particular shape to the sitaation. 

The republicans are extremely close-mouthed 
asto their intentions. Mr. Cheadle, of In- 
diana, who had threatened to bring in an ad- 
journiment resolution if the democratic caucus 
failed to adopt that drawn by Colonel ‘Oates, 
was tnken in hand by the republican leaders 
today and forced to abandon bila purpose. The 
pressnty tis that congress will remain 
in session the greater part of October. No 
business of any consequence is likely to be 
transacted, but the republicans will continue 
their maneuverson the tariff question and 
wnaintain, up to as late day as possible before 
election, their pretense of attempting to pre- 
sent a substitute forthe Mills bill. 

THE EVENING STAR’S FORECAST. / 

The Evening Star today, in an article on the 
subject, says: 

With rezard tothe republican tariff bill there is 
just as much unc: P.ainty as there was several weeks 
ago. The republicans of the sub-finance committee 
still reitcrate their purpose to report a bill, but will 
not indicate any probable date for its presentation; 
nor do they say that the bids ready. The only reason 
assigned for the delay fs that they want to hear all 
the interests involved, but the fact thatthe hearings 
are almost entirely suspended seems to imply that 
this is not the real reason. During the past two 
weeks only about four bearings have taken place. 
For-scveral days in ‘succession the snb-commit- 
tee has at times been idle HK «has 
been suggested by some of the democratic senators 
that it would be a good pian, in the event the tarilf 
bill is not reported soon, to submit a resolution to 
discbarge the finance committee from eousideration 
of the subject and bring the Mills bill before the 
senate. Of course, the Mills bill could not be 
passed, tut in that way, it is suggested, the 
whole subject could be brought before the 
senate, and, as a democrat expressed it, “the 
republicans would be forced to show their hand.” 
It is evident that the feeling in favor of adjourn. 
apent isgrowing. Within a few days, at farthest, 
the last appropriation bill will have been passed, 
andi it.is conceded that no more public, business of 
any importance will be transacted unless the tariff 
shall come up, and even then it does not seem to be 
believed that the two houses would agree upon any 
mea ure. Should the senate passa bill, a confer- 
ence would be necessary, and with theirreconcilable 
differences existing between the two 
parties on the _ tariff, nobody doubts 
that days and weeks would be consumed in confer- 
ence. FPutto make any reasonable allowance for 
debate in the senate, itis not thought a bill could 
pass within less thanamonthor six weeks. Sev- 
eral weeks ag6, When it was supposed abill would 
be reported very soon, not less than fifty-nine 
senators had indicated their purpose to speak upon 
it. Itis quite probable thateven should a bill be 
reported now, or at any Gay soon,n ot less than two- 
thirds of the senators would Wantto debate it. 
Hence, the only prospect ofanearly adjournment 
depends upon a backdown by the republican sena- 
tors on the tariff bill. If they adhere to their 
purpose to report a bill it seemsclear that the demo 
crats are not willing totake any steps calculated to 
interfere. 

Will Relieve His Embarrassment. 

The introduction of the resolution by Sen- 
ator Edimunds, which was decided upon by 
the senate committee on foreign relations, 
withholding from the president the Scott 
Chinese exclusion bill, which passed the house 
on Monday, will probably result in relieving 
Mr. Cleveland from the embarrassing position 
which he occupied in this matter. A vote 
will be taken on the resolution  to- 
morrow, and in the meantinre the 
bill will be held from the president 
until the senate has acted. It is an effort on 
the part of the senate committee on foreign 
relations to “hangup” the bill. It is, of 
course, understood that the object of the dem- 
ocrats of that committee is to relieve the pres- 
ident from the dilemma in which he had been 
placed by its passage. But why Senators Ed- 
munds and Sherman should desire to “hang 
up”’ the bill 1s not understood. Certain it is 
they are the last two men in the senate who 
ordinarily, one would suppose, would 
care to deliver the president from any 
embarrassment in which he might be 
placed. However, it might be that they think 
the president would sgn the bill, which, they 
believe, would be a mistake in the teeth of 
the pending negotiations with China, and, be- 
Sides, that would materially strengthen the 
democratic party on the Pacific coast. Should 
the resolution pass the senate tomorrow, and 
the bill go tothe president, California mem- 
bers who have discussed the matter with him 
say it will be signed, and by signing it he 
makes California certain forthe democracy. 
However, it will be in direct opposition to Sec- 
retary Bayard, and then we may hear some 
strong language from that official. Perhaps it 
will be accompanied by his resignation. 

The Retaliation Question. 

On account of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations being busied with the resolution 
recailing the Chinese bill this morning, the re- 
taliation bill was only briefiy considered. It 
was referred to a sub-committee composed of 
Senators Sherman, Evarts and Morgan. This 
sub-committee will probably hold the bill for 
some time on account of Senator Sherman’s 
decided opposition to it. However, if they 
should report it to the senate and it could come 
to a vote it would undoubtedly pass that body. 
The question now is whether Senators Sher- 
man and Evarts, both of whom are opposed to 
the bill, will allow it to come before the senate 
this session. Thisis not thought to be probable 
by democrats.
